Possible sites for industrial development were 
considered tut, with one oxception, there was no response from land= 
owners whom the Council approached, 


Road Safety. Tho Council made representations rogarding the dangor 
avising from busos standing on the roadsido whon waiting to tako pupils 
from Ludlow Road School.¢ They also mado preparations for improving 
the dangerous Mill Grccon/Church Road corner, 


Stroot Lighting, Tho Council decided to take steps for the installation 
of a modorn strcect lighting schomo, 


Livestock Markote Tho Council considorod that present facilitios for 
washing stock Lorrios wore inadequate and unsatisfactory and that 
additional parking facilitics, particularly for stock lorrics, woro 
necessarye Tho proparation of a schcomo was put in hands 


Conctorxy es A portion of Knighton Comctery was approved by the Homo 
Office for the purposo of consccration,. As this sorved only as a 
temporary solution to the problem of grave spaces the Council endeavoured 
to scecuro othor land for use as a conotorye

use .of posters oxhibited in various parts of the district,

Water Supply. Complaints concerning shortage of water to dwellings on 
the Garth wore dcalt with successfully by tho installation of a small 
Lroscrvoire 

16 samples of water wore submitted for bactoriological oryamination. 
Some contamination was indicated in the Cwm Ifor and Pump Huwso spring

but a groater degrce of sottlcmont is desirable. An inercase in tho 
capacity of the scttling tanks and furthor steps to reduco tho quantity 
of surface water entering the sewors would improve the quality of the 
final effluent e
